INTRODUCTION. 


\HE r Following Liſts of the Nobility, PII) and 

i others, who contributed to the Defence of this 
Country in 1588, at the time of the Spaniſh Invaſion, are 
taken from a manuſcript written in that year, and are now 
laid before the public, to point out the dangers which threaten 


us, and to ſtimulate our fellow ſubjects at this awful crifis, 


to follow the example of their anceſtors, by uniting for the 
defence of our Religion, Laws, Liberties aud Property, and 


whatever may be conſidered as valuable to Engliſhmen, againſt 
inveterate foes, who ſeek the deſtruction of our happy Conſti- 


tution. United, we need not fear the perfidious arts, the machi- 


nations, the force, nor even the diabolical principles of our 
malignant enemies. It is a debt of gratitude which we owe 
to our predeceſſors, to mention a few particulars concerning 


the ſpirited conduct of Queen Elizabeth, her miniſters and 
people, on that formidable Invaſion. 


The Queen fitted out a Fleet with fo much expedition, that 
though her preparations were begun but about the 1ſt of Novr. 


1587, yet her ſhips were ready to put to Sea on the 28th of 


Decr. following, under the command of Charles Lord 
Howard of Effingham, High Admiral of England. For land 


ſervice, there were diſpoſed about the Southern Coaſts of 


England, twenty thouſand men; beſides which, two armies 


of well diſciplined troops, one under the command of Robert 


| Dudley, Earl of Leiceſter, was encamped ; at TT, for the 
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ſafeguard of the City of London; the other army, under the 
command of Henry Carey, Lord H unſdon, conſiſted of thirty- 
four thouſand foot, and two thouſand horſe, was deſtined to 
guard the Queen's perfon. Her officers, civil and military, 
adviſed, that Milford Haven, Falmouth, Plymouth, Port- 
land, the Iſle of Wight, Portſmouth, the open Coaſt of Kent 
called the Downs, the Thames Mouth, Harwich, Yar- 


mouth, Hull, &c. ſhould be well manned and fortified. That 
the train-bands all along the maritime counties ſhould meet 


in arms, on fignals given, to defend the faid ports, to prevent 
the enemies landing, and in caſe of their debarkation, that 
they ſhould lay all the country waſte round about, and leave 
neither booty nor forage for them; that they ſhould annoy 


them night and day, ſo as to give them no reſt, but not hazard 
a battle, till they were joined by a fufficient force. The 


Queen alſo wrote letters to the chief of her ſubjects who lay 
near the ſen-coaſts, acquaititing them, that ſhe expected on 
that extraordinary occaſion, a larger proportion both of horſe 
and foot to be raiſed, and the number ſhe required, to be cer- 


"tified to her Privy Council. 


Letters were alſo addrefſed trom the Lords of the Council, 


by the Queen's command, to the nobility and others in the 
ſeveral counties, to provide themſelves, their ſervants, and de- 
pendants, with horſes and armour, to be ready to act upon 


ſummons for the defence of her perſon. | 


She alſo directed letters to Sir Francis. W AE 
Knight, Keeper of the Privy Seal, reciting, that for the 


better withſtanding of the intended invacon of this Realme. 
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upon the great preparacons made by the King of Spaine, both 
by ſea and land the laſt yere, the ſame havinge been ſuche, as 


e the like was never prepared yet anie time againſt this Realme.“ 


Commanding him to ſignify to the Lieutenant of each County, 
that Her Majeſty required from her loving ſubjects, an extra- 
ordinary aid, by way of loan, for the defence of the Country. 


The manuſcript gives an account of the money raiſed in 
each County in conſequence of this requiſition, which is 
valuable, becauſe it contains the names of the nobility, gentry, 


and perſons of property, who flouriſhed upwards of two 


centuries ago, and although the ſums may at this day appear 


| ſmall, they were in fact great, when we conſider the difference 


in the value of money, between that time and the preſent, It 
may be proper to obſerve that the perſons mentioned in the fol- 
lowing liſts were but a ſmall part of thoſe who manifeſted their 
zeal and love for their country on this occaſion, for the Cities, 


Towns and Villages, the Cinque Ports, and all other Havens 


of England, were unanimous 1n their exertions on this emer- 


gency. 


T be City of London in particular, being requeſted To "the 
Privy Council to find five thouſand men, and fifteen ſhips, 


they willingly and cheerfully furniſhed thirty ſhips, provided 


with all neceſſaries, and ten thouſand able men, well armed 
and trained; beſides which, they kept in readineſs thirty 
thouſand men more, prepared to march wherever there ſhould 


be occaſion ; and alſo lent the Queen fifty-one thouſand, nine 


hundred a in roy money. 
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As to the reſt of the nation, when it was reported, that the 
Spaniſh Fleet appeared in the Channel, many of the nobility 
and gentry repaired to London for the defence of the Queen's 
perſon, bringing with them about five thouſand horſemen, 
which were maintained at their private expence, till the 
Spaniſh Navy was known to have paſſed beyond Scotland. 


In ſhort, a ſpirit of unanimity pervaded the whole nation, 
all ranks of perſons concurred in being ready to ſerve for the 
defence of the Country ; Catholics and Proteſtants united with 
equal zeal in the common cauſe, and ſome Counties brought 


into the field twenty thouſand, and others even forty 


thouſand able fighting men. The Maritime Counties, in 


particular on the South and Eaſt parts of England, from 
Cornwall to Lincolnſhire, were ſo well furniſhed with a ſtout 
and well regulated militia, that there was no place for an ene- 


mies landing, which could not be reſorted to within forty- 


eight hours, by upwards of twenty thouſand fighting men, 
with ordnance and other neceſſary proviſions, and as a further 
ſecurity, ſeveral of the diſaffected were impriſoned in the Ile 


of Ely. 


A great many of the young nobility and gentry entered 
themſelves as volunteers in the navy, hired ſhips at their 
own expence, and from a zeal to ſerve their country, joined 


the Grand Fleet in vaſt numbers; among which, were the 
Earls of Oxford, Northumberland and Cumberland, the Lord 
Dudley, Sir Thomas, Sir Robert and William Cecil, Sir 
Henry Brooke, Sir William Hatton, Sir Charles Blount, Sir 
Walter Rawleigh, Sir Robert Carey, Sir Anthony Willough- 
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by, Sir Thomas Vavaſour, Sir Horatio Pallavicini, Thos, 


Gerard, Henry Nowell, Edward Darcy, Thomas Wood- 
houſe, William Harvey, Arthur Gorges, and others. And 
at the ſame time the Juſtices of the Peace in the Maritime 
Counties, as alſo the Earl of Suſſex, Sir George Carey, and 
the captains of the forts and caſtles along the ſea coaſts, ſent 
ſhips, men, powder, ſhot, victuals, and all kind of provitions, 
for the relief and aſſiſtance of the main Fleet. 


Sen was the ſlvited and magnanimous conduct of our 
anceſtors, for the defence of all that was dear to them ; let us 
reflect what a debt we owe them, and let us reſolve to pay it, 


by tranſmitting down to our poſterity our happy Conſtitution, 


and all thoſe rights which we inherit as Britons ; thus ſhall 
we continue to flouriſh, the pride and envy of all ſurrounding 


5 nations. 


on THE CONTRARY, were we not to reſiſt our determined 
and inveterate enemies, who have ravaged and plundered a 


great part of Europe, and who as their greateſt exploit prepare 


to invade and ſubdue this Iſland, in order not merely to ravage 
and plunder, but to deſtroy our exiſtence as an independent 


country, ſhould they ſucceed, we ſhould fee our Towns and Vil- 


lages, our Granaries and Warehouſes, and inſhort, all our property 
plundered and rantacked by ferocious invaders, whoſe aim and 
with is, to annihilate Great Britain as a nation; which cruel 
and wicked deſigns, ſhould they effe&, we ſhould be compelled 
to ſubmit to the brutal rage of theſe unprincipled monſters to 
feed their inſatiable thirſt for plunder, with the earnings of 
our induſtry; to look on, incapable of reſiſtance, whilſt they 
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are actively employed in the ſubverſion of our Government, 
Conſtitution, Laws and Liberties, while they are deſtroying 


at once, all the ſources of our proſperity, all the ſecurities of 


our comfort, all that which our anceſtors and we have to this 
day, defended from foreign and domeſtic enemies for ſo many 
centuries ; but this is not all, for our misfortunes would not 
end here, we ſhould alſo have the inexpreſſible mortification to 
ſubmit to a foreign yoke, to wear the chains with which our 


enemies would ſhackle us, and to receive the law from the 
French; to be, in ſhort, the victim of an enemy over whom we 
have ſo often triumphed, who by th rowing off all reſtraints of 


Religion, Order and Government, has in a manner annihi- 


lated every moral and ſocial tie which ſhould link ſociety to- 


gether. To be ſubjected to an enemy of this deſcription, and 
to have our liberties. and property decided on by their revo- 
lutionary Tribunals, to be degraded to ſuch a deſpicable ſitu- 
ation, and after all, to be obliged to bear the moſt inſufferable 
inſult of being told, that hey brought us liberty and inde- 


pendence. 


From theſe reflections it is evident, that at this awful 
criſis, it is the true intereſt of every ſubject in the Britiſh do- 
minions, to aſſiſt his Country by liberal contributions, which 
will enable us to baffle the malignant deſigns of our inveterate 


enemies, to alleviate, in a great meaſure, the burthens which 


muſt otherwiſe fall on poſterity, and will increaſe the value 


of our property in the Public Funds. It is not neceſſary to 


mention all the numerous advantages we ſhall gain, by a 


ſpirited reſiſtance of the determined enemies of all order and
